Another rather significant fact brought 
it by the Auditor's certificate is that 
Thomas was absent from his post of duty 
less frequently as the time for re-election 
v near. In 1875 seven special Judges 
had to be chosen; in 1876, nine were 
chosen; in 1877, five were chosen; in 
1878, only two; in 187!>, foui 
but two.

THE NEW GERMAN REPEATING RIFLE 
A SUBJECT OF COMMENT. 



Germans R« .... That Their Km Maev 
nln* Hlfls Will Pror* to bp the Moat 
Mai 1 1 1 .1 ic and Effective Weapon of Mod- 
em Warfare— Other Foreign Neon. 

London, Oet JR.— In order to (rain soma 
Information in reference to the German re- 
peating rifle which is the subject of ao much 
comment in army circle* at present, the 
United Press co-respondent paid .a rlait to 
Ool Arbntljnot, the chief of the govern- 
roent's small arms factory at Enfield, Mid- 
dlesex. The colonel said that he believed the 
rule of self-preservation would eventually 
compel all the great nations to adopt a maga- 
roue rifle for their armies. He had recently 
made a tour of Germany inquiring into the 
merits of the Herman gun, and his observa- 
tions led him to this belief. 

The Herman* are sanguine that their new 
weapon will prove to be the most startling 
and effective manual implement of modern 
warfare, and will form the basis for future 
experimenting in the science of close range 
gunnery. < oL Arbuthnot said he duubted 
the statement that the German government 
had already completed 100,001 rifles. He 
thought that was an exaggeration, but he 
knew that they were now making from 2,<kj0 
to 3,000 per week. 

"The new rifle," the colonel said, "was 
necessarily very heavy and would prove a 
severe strain on a soldier. In fighting at 
close quarters it would probably equal the 
Martmi-Hciiry rifle in effectiveness."
